means  chief  tuler.”  His  name  was  it aims. 
No  fear  of  ^c.  retnonial  defilement  kept  him 
from  that  (crowd  of  publicans  and  dinners 
gath  reJ  wjth  Jesus  at  Matthew’s  feast.

The  city  of  Brocktin,  Mass.,  has 
a population  ol  37, 000,  witty  eigh- 
teenchurches.  There  are  five  Con- 
gregational churches,  three  Baptist, 
four  Methodic;,  on  Episcopalian, 
one  Frte  Bapt  st,  one  Dispiples’, 
out  [Adventist  a id  tw  > Roman  Cath- 
olic. In  1897-’!  8 there  wCre  thirty- 
three  saloons,  including  ^hree  ho- 
tels where  liq  tor  was  soldi.,  The 
saloon  paid  a license  of  $ 1,700 
each  and  the  tiree  hotels  [$2,400 
each.

:But  Brockton  bad  previously  en- 
joyed eleven  years  withont  saloons 
and  when  they  came  thfij  moral 
lorces  of  the  ciy  immediately  be- 
gan preparatiops  for  a big  cam- 
paign. Each  [church  chose  a rep- 
resentative to  ierve  on  “T^e  Cen- 
tral No- Licence  Coramittet’’  and 
Catholic  and  ; Protestant  united 
with  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  and;  W.  C.

creeds  were  buried  and  a home-to 
house  canvass  of  every  voter  was 
ma^e.  Ttye  only  question  in  the 
campaign  of  1898  was  License  or 
No-License.  j 

It  was  wonderful  what  a differ 
encebtcame  apparent  in  the  rela- 
tions of  the  different  church  people 
as  the  campaign  progressed.  New 
and  admirable  traits  of  character 
wtre  observed  in  each  other.  Cath- 
olic and  Protestant  found  a com- 
mon meeting  ground.  A union 
rally  of  the  YoUtig  Men's  Chris- 
tian Association  and  St  Patrick’s 
Total  Abstinence  Soci  ty  was  held 
on  the  Sunday  befoie  election,  at 
which  1,500  voters  listened  to  an 
address  on  “How  God  Looks  at 
the  Sa’oon  Question,"  by  Mm-  L. 
M.  Lake,  of  the  Catholic;  Total 
Abs  ince  Society  of  America. 

Another  factor  which  entered 
into  the  situation  was  the  tyttitnde 
of  the  daily  papers.  The  oldest 
daily,  the  Brockton  Fn/er/trise,  did 
all  it  cou  d in  a conservative  way 
to  fo  ward  the  temperance;  cause. 
It  even  went  so  far  that  it  refused 
top:iuta  full-page  license  adver- 
tisement, at  ati  enormous  offer,  the 
day  b.  fo  e election.  The  other 
daily  pap  :r  could  not  resist  the 
temptation,  even  after  it  bad  lent 
its  influence,  in  a measure,  to  the 
temperance  caus^. 

So  carefully  and  thoroughly  had 
the  canvass  of  voters  been  made 
by  the  young  men  assisting  the 
Nb- License  Committee  that,  on  the 
night  liefore  the  election,  the  chair- 
man was  able  to  state  almost  ex 
actly  how  the  vote  would  stand] 

They  did  not  stpp  with  this. 
Weeks  before,  all  the  available 
carriages  in  the  city  had  been  en- 
gaged by  the  No  Licen  e Commit- 
tee. On  election  day  every  one  of 
these  cirriages  was  pressed  into 
service,  and  those  who  Xere  lame 
or  ill  or  detained  by  busineas  were 
driven  rapidly  to  the  polls  and  al 
lowed  to  deposit  their  ballot*.  Tht 
saloon  people  were  not  lacking  in 
resources,  and  brought  all  their 
power  to  bear  on  the  situation 
They  succeeded  in  voting  hun- 
dreds of  their  “hangera-ofi,”  but 
could  uot  overcome  the  lead  ol 
public  opinion. 

It  was  the  most  exciting  cam- 
patKn  Brockton  ever  witnessed. 
Some  who  were  most  active  in  it 
were  obliged  to  take  long  vaca 
tions  af  erwards  in  order  to  recu 
perate  their  strength.  Among 
these  was  Benjamin  F.  Pierce,  sec- 
retary ot  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  who 
.was  obliged  to  rest  three  months, 
and  even  now  admits  he  has  not
